He spoke of the Maine disaster as 
foul crime, committed by a treacher- 


)us people, the like cf which there 
save been • but few instances in 
the 


innals of time, and that-ithad caused 


national sorrow, compared only to 


vhe state of feeling in ancient ISgypt 
when there was a-death in every 
lousehold. 


In speaking-of the value of our 


noble seamen who lost their lives in 
this horrible affair, he called to mind 
;he case of Admiral Hunter, of the 
British navy, who was brought be- 
fore a British "board of inquiry for 
ordering a ship of his fleet to "right 
about" in a place where great dam- 


necessarily would occur to the 


vessel. 
When the Admiral was given 


chance to testify in his own behalf, 


he acknowledged having caused the 
iccident, but stated that one of Her 
Majesty's seamen had fallen over- 
board, and in his estimation one of 
Her Majesty's/seamen was of more 
value than all the ships of the seas. 
In proving the valor of our worthy 
representatives of the seas, he graph- 
ically described the destruction by a 
terrific hurricane in the harbor of 
Apia of three of our ships, the Tren- 
ton, Yandalia and the Nipsic. As the 
Trenton was sinking slowly to the 
bottom of the deep, the marine band 
struck up that patriotic air, loved by 
all Americans, "My Country 'Tis of 
Thee," and as long as a noble head 
was above the water the inspiring 
words of the song were wafted across 
the billows. 
On the ISipsic as she 


was foundering the sailors, headed 
by Admiral Kimberly, lined up as on 
dress parade, and gracefully saluted 
the British vessel Calliope, as she 
fought her way out between the jaws 
of the corral to a place of safety,that 
they knew was not for them. 


And, 
again, the conduct of the men 


on the Maine gave abundant proof of 
the same noble stuff as those who had 
gone before. 
Two sailois, as calmly 


as if answering to the eight-bell call, 
saluted Captain Sigsbee and went be- 
low to saturate the gun cotton with 
water, 
fearing another explosion.

would ever again see thejight of day, 
and there is no question but all of the 
two hundred and sixty-six who lost 
their lives would have responded just 
as promptly'to the call of duty. Such 
bravery is not daring; it is divine. 


These, said Doctor Tappan, are the 


men who represents on the seas and 
wear the uniform our fathers wore 
years ago in their struggle for our 
liberty and independence. These men 
lost their lives under the same starry 
banner as, the brave boys who fell at 
Gettysburg and Chickamauga and we 
should revere their memory with the 
same feeling. The Doctor at this 
point touched upon the outcome of 
the present struggle, stating that 
we would become a stronger nation 
among the nations of the earth, that 
our flag would be respected and our 
citizens 
protected 
anywhere 
and 


everywhere on the face of the globe, 
and when this was accomplished the 
sorrow on the sea would be quieted 
and the lives of the noble two hun- 
dred and sixty-six sailors of the Maine 
would not be altogether in vain, 
those who write the history of 
events now transpiring would 
that the spark that started the 


Eev. Robjent preached a patriotic 


sermon Sunday evening, his theme 
being "Our Patriotic Dead—Remem- 
ber the Maine." The pulpit was cov- 
ered with the American flag and a 
silent feeling of enthusiasm permeated 
the minds of the very large audience 
during the discourse, and at times 
the low rumbling of applause could 
be heard. The singing was appropri- 
ate, the whole audience adding their 
voices in "My Country 'Tis of Thee." 
Every sentence uttered, every hymn 
sung and every note of the organ was 
convincing that the heroes of. the 
Maine still live, and will forever live 
as heroes, who, by their sacrifice, 
opened the door to Cuban liberty. 
The eminent divine opened his patri- 
otic talk by saying: "This evening 
we have set apart to talk and think 
about the heroes of our country. 
They may be dead, yet they live. 
They talk with us. It is around the 
graves of the heroes who lie near 
Havana that we want our thoughts 
to center at this time. , We are -here 
to do honor to the heroes of the 
Maine. What we may do may be a 
poor tribute, a withered flower, but 
we can keep their memories green by 
thinking of them. The church thinks 
of them, for this reason so much 
has been, said and done in 
the 


churches. In thinking and speaking 
of these heroes, they'continue to live. 
Washington, Lincoln and Grant live 
today, because we think of them; 
Sherman, the great soldier; Sheridan, 
the hero of Winchester; Hooker, who 
fought and triumphantly won "the 
battle above the clouds" at Lookout 
Mountain. 
These heroes will live 


forever, and there are hundreds of 
others who perished on Southern 
battle-fields that were in the rank 
and file of military life, who were 
just as heroic and whose memories 
will forever live. When any great 
crisis arises someone is always ready 
to lead the way—born for that pur- 
pose, 
it would seem. At Chatta- 


noogaj when a great crisis was pend- 
ing; Grant was the hero. At Manila 
there arose another crisis and- Dewey 
was the hero. Near Havana slum- 
ber the fragments of the heroes of 
the Maine, whose lives were sacrificed 
for liberty. Shall we consign them 
to oblivion9 JSray; their memory 
shall be kept bright forever. These 
heroes, whose lives were sacrificed on 
the Maine opened the door to Cuban 
liberty. 
A strange feeling rests in 


the hearts of some when we think of 
them. 
Some of you can remember 


the strange feelings of our hearts 
when the news of the great; battles 
of 
3G1-!05 were heralded across the 


country. 
We all deprecate war, but 


we must be true to country if we 
would be ture to Christ. The man 
who will be a traitor to his country 
and to his flag will be a traitor to his 
God. 
Every war in which this coun- 


try has been engaged has been a fight 
for liberty, and^today we are fighting 
for the freedom of 
others. 
Our 


fathers fought for and gained their 
freedom in the days of the revolution. 
The war of '61-'65 was for liberty, 
and the Spanish-American conflict of 
today is for the liberty of the op- 
pressed Cubans. Every war that has 
been waged for the principle of lib- 
erty has been successful. 
It was' not 


until after the revolutionary war that 
England's success began. Since then 
she has gained steadily, until now she 
is queen of the seas, and when the 
present war is over the Cubans will 
not only be free, but England will be 
cemented together as one, and whom- 
soever God hath joined, together let 
no man put asunder. The outcome 
of this war will be a blessing to the 
world."

London Bridge. 


The Britons themselves were quite 


unable to construct a bridge of any kind 
unless in tbe primitive methods observ- 
ed at Post bridge and Two bridges, on 
Dartmoor, by a slab of stone laid across 
two bowlders. Tbe work, therefore, was 
certainly undertaken by Roman engi- 
neers. We have, in the next place, to in- 
qnire what kind of bridge was bnilt at 
tbac time by the Romans. They built 
bridges of wood and of stone. Many of 
these stone bridges still remain; in oth- 
er cases the pieces of hewn stone still 
remain. The bridge over the Thames, 
however, was of wood. This is proved 
by the fact that had it been of tbe solid 
Roman construction in stone the piers 
wonld be still remaining; also by the 
face that London had to be contented 
with a wooden bridge till the year 
1176, -when the first bridge of stone was 
commenced. 


Considerations as to the comparative 


nsignificance of London in tbe first cen- 
;nry, as to tbe absence of stone in tbe 
neighborhood and as to the plentiful 
srnpply of the best wood in the world 
from tbe forests north of the city con- 
irm the theory that the bridge was bnilt 
of wood. 
We have only, therefore, to 


learn 
bow Rowan engineers built 


bridges of wood elsewhere in order to 
know how they built a bridge of wood 
over the Thamei.—Poll Mall Gazette.

HUNDKED SHIPS NEEDED. 


The First Section of America's Available 


Millions of Fisliters to Invade the Gem 


of tlio Antilles Will He the Regular 
Troops Now Assembled at New Orlota* 


ami Taml»«— They Have All Seen Fight- 


the Plains ana Will Blake It 
ing on

Volunteers Who Will Be Concentrated 


In Southern 1'orts at Once. 


Washington, May 9.— Cuba is to be 


invaded at once. Between 60,000 and 
80,000 American troops are to be land- 


ed there without delay. 
v 


They will wear the uniform of the 


United States, and they will not return 
until they have defeated the Spanish 
forces on the island and the American 
flag floats proudly over Havana as it 
does over the' ruins of Cavite fortress 


in Manilla harbor. 


This is the idea of the military ad- 


visers of the administration, and the 
president has approved the plans. 


The first section of t;he army to in- 


vade Cuba will be the 15,000 or 1S.OCO 
troops that are now assembled at New 
Orleans and Tampa. 


They are all regulars, and most of 


them are men who have seen actual 
fighting on the plains. They are sea- 
soned, disciplined, effective. 


They will be followed at once by an- 


other army of 50,000 volunteers, who 
will be concentrated at southern ports 
as quickly as the trains can carry them, 
and will be transported as fast as the 
necessary ships can be collected. 


It is estimated that it will take at 


least 300 vessels to carry this immense 
army to Cuba. Nearly everything that 
floats has already been secured by the 
government, and Sunday the wires 
were hot in all directions, directing 
contracts to be closed in all the princit 
pal seaport town. 


Other details of the great expedition 


have been arranged. Within 48 hours 
there will be 2,000 wagons at Tamps 
and 12,000 mules. Several hundred am- 
bulances will also be hurried to Tampa.
